SYG TO APPOINT TWO CO-ADMINISTRATORS TO ADMINISTER NAMIBIA. 
ALONG WITH SA. DURING PERIOD OF TRANSFER, WHICH SHOULD 
BE COMPLETED WITHIN TWO YEARS. FOUR-POWER RES WAS SUPPORTED 
BY MAURITANIA, PERU, CHINA, USSR AND ZANU. SPEAKERS LISTED 
FOR TWO MEETINGS OCT. 30 ARE: INDONESIA, IRAQ, BYELORUSSIA, 
AUSTRIA, AUSTRALIA, COSTA RICA, US, FRANCE, UK, AND 
CAMEROON. SC IS EXPECTED TO VOTE OCT. 30 ON AT LEAST FOUR-

MAINA INTRODUCING FOUR-POWER RES, SAID HE RESPECTED SA

PERIALISM AND WIN COMPLETE NATIONAL LIBERATION. OPPRESSED

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AFRICA FROM UN." LAST SPEAKER, MOROCCAN REP ZAIMI, THOUGHT 

CHARTER ART. 6 WAS QUITE CLEAR AND IF SC ACTED 

WITHIN THAT ARTICLE IT WOULD END ALL AMBIGUITY ON MATTER. 

(REPEATED INFO PRETORIA, CAPETOWN FOR EMBASSY, LONDON,

DETAILING MAKARIOS EFFORTS TO DESTROY BI-COMMUNAL STRUCTURE 
OF STATE OF CYPRUS, WHOSE INDEPENDENCE HE SAID ONLY TURKISH 
COMMUNITY SUPPORTED. CELIK ATTRIBUTED SAMSON COUP TO PERSONAL 
DIFFERENCES BETWEEN GREEK GOVT AND MAKARIOS, WHOM HE CHARACTERIZED AS 
"NOT IN HURRY TO UNITE WITH GREECE UNDER JUNTA, WITH WHICH HE 
DEVELOPED PERSONAL FEUDS", ADDING THAT TURKEY UNDERTOOK 
PEACE OPERATION IN CYPRUS ONLY AFTER GREEKS APPOINTED 
ZZPROFESSIONAL KILLER.. .ASSASSIN OF MANY INNOCENT TURKISH 
MEN, WOMEN AND CHILDREN..." AS PRESIDENT AND EMBARKED ON 
CAMPAIGN OF SEIZURE OF TURK CYPRIOT LANDS AND MASS MURDER. 

CELIK ALSO REFERRED TO KYPRIANOU AS "HEAD OF GREEK CYPRIOT DEL," 

ACCUSING KYPRIANOU OF SPEECHES FAVORING ENOSIS (LIMASSOL. 1966, 

FOR EXAMPLE) AND OF STATING THAT IN EVENT OF ENOSIS NATO COULD 
HAVE BASES IN CYPRUS. CALLING CYPRUS DRAFT RES (L.738) 

GREEK CYPRIOT RES ONLY AND WARNING THAT PASSAGE MEANT END 
OF NEGOTIATIONS, CELIK SAID TURK CYPRIOTS SEE BI-REGIONAL FEDERAL 
REPUBLIC AS ONLY ROUTE TO PEACEFUL CO-EXISTENCE AND COOPERATION, 

ADDING THAT CYPRIOT VP DENKTASH HAD DIRECTED HIM TO SAY THAT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CYPRUS PROBLEM CAN BE SOLVED ONLY BY NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN 
HIMSELF (DENKTASH) AND ACTING PRESIDENT CLERIDES. 

GREEK CYPRIORT REP TASSOS PAPADOPOULOS SAID STATEMENTS MADE 
TEN YEARS AGO ADVOCATING ENOSIS DID NOT JUSTIFY TURKISH 
INVASION, AND PROTECTION OF TURK CYPRIOT RIGHTS DID NOT 
JUSTUFY OCCUPATION OF LAND PRODUCING 70 PERCENT OF ISLAND’S 
ECONOMIC OUTPUT, DRIVING 170,000 GREEK CYPRIOTS FROM THEIR LAND. 

GREEK CYPRIOT REP SAID TURKISH STAMPS AND MONEY ARE CIRCULATED 
IN OCCUPIED AREAS. TURKS ARE BEING BROUGHT FROM MAINLAND, 

AND NAMES OF TOWNS ARE BEING CHANGED, ASKING IF UN WOULD YIELD 
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TO SUCH "POLITICAL BLACKMAIL." CELIK IN RESPONSE QUOTED JULY 
2, 1974 MAKARIOS LETTER SAYING THAT STATE OF CYPRUS COULD BE 
DISSOLVED ONLY BY ENOSIS, AND ASKED IF UNFICYP WAS IN 
CYPRUS TO PREVENT HUMILITATION OF 80 PERCENT GREEK POPULATION 
BY 20 PERCENT TURKISH POPULATION. 

OLCAY (TURKEY) INTERVENED CALLING COLLUSION BETWEEN GOVT OF 
GREECE AND GREEK-CYPRIOT DOMINATED MAKARIOS GOVT REGARDING 
ENOSIS "OBVIOUS," AND SAYING THAT NO POWER COULD HAVE GUARANTEED 
INDEPENDENCE OF CYPRUS OR SECURITY OF TURK CYPRIOTS WITHOUT 
TURKISH INTERVENTION, AND THAT TURKEY WOULD GUARANTEE TURKISH 
COMMUNITY'S SECURITY UNTIL PEACE SETTLEMENT WAS REACHED. 
CARAYANNIS (GREECE) SAID ON POINT OF ORDER STATEMENTS SHOULD 
HAVE BEEN RESERVED TO REPS OF TWO CYPRIOT COMMUNITIES. 

CARAYANNIS (GREECE) SAID ON POINT OF ORDER THAT HE HAD 
EXPECTED GREECE AND TURKEY TO WAIT FOR PLENARY DEBATE. 

HE ADDED THAT TURK CYPRIOT REP HAD SAID GREECE AS WELL AS 
GREEK CYPRIOTS WOULD HAVE TO DECLARE OPPOSITION TO ENOSIS. 

AND THAT GOVT OF GREECE WOULD IN FACT NOT AGREE TO ENOSIS. 

ENSUING LENGTHY EXCHANGES AMONG GREEK CYPRIOT REP ROSSIDES. 
OLCAY (TURKEY), CARAYANNIS (GREECE) AND CELIK COVERED MUTUAL 
ACCUSATIONS OF ARMS SMUGGLING AND HOARDING, AND GREEK CYPRIOT 
AND CYPRIOT CONTENTION THAT TURKISH COMMUNITY VOLUNTARILY 
SEGREGATES ITSELF, COUNTERED BY TURKISH CYPRIOT CONTENTION 
THAT GREEK CYPRIOTS FORCE TURKS OUT OF PUBLIC JOBS, INTO 
ENCLAVES, AND GREEK CYPRIOT ARGUMENT THAT TURKEY SOUGHT NOT

DURING HOSTILITIES AND AFTER END OF HOSTILITIES" WAS 
REJECTED 21-33(US)-36. GDR AMENDMENT (L.2120) WAS DEFEATED 
21-32(US)-31. IN EXPLANATION OF VOTE, CUBAN REP SAID RES 
HAD BEEN IMPROVED BUT HE MAINTAINED RESERVATIONS AND AB- 
STAINED. EARLIER, CHINESE REP EXPLAINED BASIC RATIONALE IN TERMS 
AMERICAN INTERESTS IN INDOCHINA, ACCUSED US OF VIOLATING 
GENEVA AGREEMENT, INVADING CAMBODIA, ETC., AND SAID USDEL'S

REMARKS. ZAPU AND ZANU REPS SPOKE ON RHODESIA. DEBATE

JACKSON, WHO SAID NAMIBIA WAS "GLARING EXAMPLE OF BLIND

BE THROUGH THEM. HE FURTHER QUOTED SECY KISSINGER AS 
ADVOCATING MORE FLEXIBLE ATTITUDE TOWARD SMITH REGIME

HE CHARGED US WAS BENT ON PERPETUATING WHITE SUPREMACY
